a t once an 
abandonm ent of the ag g ressiv e use 
of ram s by ev ery sig natory nation 
and becomes a sincere declaraTTon 
th a t all arm am ent hereafter shall 
be used only for defense. 
“Consequently , if we are honest 
we m ust consider our own nav al 
arm am ent and the arm am ents of the 
world in the lig ht of their defense 
and not their ag g ressiv e use.”

COLUMBIA, Mo., May SO.—Mark­ 
ed improvement in Missouri farm 
conditions was noted in the last 
week, the first period favorable for 
field operations since April 1, ac­ 
cording to the -weekly state crop 
report of the United States Weather 
Bureau. 
“ Farmers got into the fields with 
a rush,” the summary says. “ Ample 
w'armth and sunshine of five con­ 
secutive days without any rain of 
consequence permitted the comple­ 
tion of about half the corn planting 
in the southern third and northwest 
counties, and 
in 
other 
sections 
planting had made a good 
start. 
Much low” land, however, is too wret 
for plowing and planting.” 
Wheat, oats, alfalfa, clover, pas­ 
tures, fruits and all the minor crops 
were favorably affected by the sea ­ 
sonal conditions. Wheat had made 
very good growih and rapidly re­ 
gained its normal color where ex­ 
cessive rain had caused yellowing. 
Considerable wheat is in boot and 
some is forming heads.
